Secretary Houston's Welcome Words. 


Everybody but the profiteers will welcome the statement of 


Secretary Houston that the government cannot be a party to 
any undertaking for artificially maintaining war prices by en- 
abling owners to withheld their commodities from the m.n- 
ke 
This statement was made while Mr. Houston was 


discussing the commercial credit situation. 
He favors every 


legitimate effort to promote the orderly marketing of all com- 
juo'dilies, but is not in favor of the handling of credits by the 
government in a way fo enable dealers to hold their goods for 
higher prices and compel people to continue lo pay war prices 
or K> without the things they need: Mr. Houston has slated 
practically Ihe same thing before, for this is not flic first time 
that business interests have attempted to gain concessions 
which would enable them lo nullify the law of supply and de- 
mand and continue to hold consumers al Iheir mercy. 


If is good lo hear such lulk as this al a lime when some 


measure of relief from the exactions of the last few years is in 
si^ht. 
Prices of nearly all commodities are tending down- 


ward. Some arc lumbling fasler than others, bul all signs 
point to a big change in conditions in the very near future, a 
change that will be welcomed by all save those who have fal j 
lencd unduly at (he expense of fhe public as a result of condi- 
tions growing out of fhe war. 
I3y manipulation, combination 


and bluff prices have not only been maintained at a war level 
.formore than two years and a half after Ihe close of the 
war, 


but have b'een steadily pushed upward under all sorts of pre- 
texts, many of them of the most flimsy character. 


And now thai a break is in sight, the profiteers are not will- 


ing to retire gracefully with their ill-gotten gains, but want the 
government to father a syslc mof credits which would enable 
them to further prolong their blood-sucking operations. This 
is no occasion for surprise, but it is a relief to know that the 
government is beginning lo perceive the light and fo recognize 
that the time is at hand)for a change, of program. 


No steps will be taken to cripple legitimate business, which 


will'receive all the accommodation fo which il is entitled, but 
when the government is asked to provide means for the hoard- 
ing of commodities in order lo keep'prices at the war level (he 
request is not (o be seriously considered, as Secretary Houston 
makes plain. 


'In the readjustment that is evidently coming it is quite 


probable thai there will be heavy losses in some quarters. The 
gambling spirit has been rife for a long lim'e. Dealers in ne- 
cessities have gone fhe limit of their'credit, slocked up heavily 
and withheld g6ods from the market for purposes well known. 
Fortunes have been piled up like the sands of the sea, and if 
some of these suffer 
:from fhe shrinking process during the 


process of readjustment few (ears will be shed except by their 
.owners.

The government has done a great deal of talking and in- 


vestigating, and very litllc relief has been experienced. Now 
that natural law is beginning to act, it would be little shor.1 of 
criminal for the authorities lo block the action by manipulal- 


• ing the finances of the country in favor of Ihe leeches that
